The subject matter of claim 1 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of document 1 cited in 
the ISR. Document 1 does not describe that "the standard difference between the diameters of the respective 
balls is 1.5 |xm or less" or "the deflection of the said disc caused by the rotation of the rotating shaft is 35 [im or 
less." However, suitable values as the standard difference between the diameters of respective balls and the 
deflection of a disc caused by the rotation of a rotating disc are a mere matter of design variation that a person 
skilled in the art could have employed as required. So, a person skilled in the art could have easily conceived of 
employing the said constitutions. 

The subject matter of claim 2 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of document 1 cited in 
the ISR. Document 1 does not describe that "the standard difference between the diameters of the respective 
balls is 1 .0 urn or less" or "the deflection of the said disc caused by the rotation of the rotating shaft is 25 [im or 
less." However, suitable values as the standard difference between the diameters of respective balls and the 
deflection of a disc caused by the rotation of a rotating disc are a mere matter of design variation that a person 
skilled in the art could have employed as required. So, a person skilled in the art could have easily conceived of 
employing the said constitutions. 

The subject matter of claim 3 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1 and 2 
cited in the ISR. Since documents 1 and 2 belong to the same technical field, a person skilled in the art could 
have easily conceived of applying the "caulked portion 29a" of document 2 for fixing the inner ring 16 of 
document 1. 

The subject matter of claim 4 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1 and 2 
cited in the ISR. Document 1 describes that (1) a rotor 2 is bonded and fixed to a mounting flange 13, and (2) 
both the side faces 30 of the rotor 2 are machined to have a predetermined form and size. 
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
